The amendment filed 8/25/04 under 37 CFR 1.116 in reply to the final rejection 
has been considered but is not deemed to place the application in condition for 
allowance. 

The traverse is unpersuasive. Alkyl is a group of the formula -CnHan+i-The 
standard meaning of alkyl does not permit unsaturation. The lUPAC Acyclic 
Hydrocarbons Rules A- 1.2 and A-3.5 reference clearly shows that alkyl is used for the 
saturated ones, whereas (see Rule 3.5) unsaturated ones have endings like -enyl, e.g. 
alkenyl Note these references: The Academic Press Dictionary of Science and 
Technology definition for alkyl
